- DISCHARGE DOPE; An Editorial 

Are you over 45? Was your 
type of work or farming of the ut¬ 
most value to Uncle Sam? If the an¬ 
swer to these questions is yes, you 
are invited to "continue reading • 
this article. If the answer is no, 
you will be wasting your time. 

A circular letter received re¬ 
cently from the Bureau of Yards and 
Docks, under whose guiding hand and 
watchful eye we are working, stated 
that men over 45 years of age; •tk- L 
ose who could prove that the folks 
back home were entirely dependant 
upon then for support; -those re¬ 
turning to es sential war jobs or 
farming could, after getting the 
right type of letters, be released 
from active dutjr with the United 
States Navy. 

This, as most of you realize, 
is the first time that such s. plan 
has been offered to Naval person¬ 
nel as your enlistment 'was strict¬ 
ly voluntary. The plan, as set 
forth for those over 45 required 
letters from the prospective em¬ 
ployer. For anyone claiming depend¬ 
ency 'affadavits from leading citi¬ 
zens, preferably ministers, bankers 
or lawyers were required in addi¬ 
tion to the employment letter. For 
anyone under 45 wanting to go back 
to essential industry or farming, 
letters are required from the pro¬ 
spective employer stating the type 
of work to be engaged in by. A 
letter from the local Draft Board 
is necessary stating that if and 
when 3 r ou are released from active 
duty you will be deferred from the ; 
draft. (It night be advisable to 
have the future employer send a
